Under the present rules, Amateurs living near airports must note so on their appli- 
cations and submit a Form 714 to Gettysburg when renewing or modifying their licenses. 
Under the new procedure, which was agreed to by the Commissioners Tuesday and becomes 
effective as soon as appropriate forms can be prepared and distributed, those Ama- 
teurs will have to submit detailed antenna information direct to the FCC Antenna 
Survey Branch for consideration and approval.
